We observe that no one lias either dis- 
cussed or combat ted our c untent'oii iVit 
the opportunity was ripe for the esui..- 
Hshu out of the manufacture of iron a I 
steel on the Coast of British Columbia. 
Till - may bo due to acquiescence or in- 
dilli once, or to nu unhappy mixture >>.' 
indifference ami acquiescence. One gen- 
tleman hi conversation, who knows more 
alio 1 1 Mi., subject than he is willing to 
admit, said thai steel rails could uot bo 
produced within the time they would bo 
needed for railway construction, ami also 
that a modern plant could uot be kepi 
going by the demand for rails in British 
Columbia. Ho also demarked that a 
comparison between American prices for 
certain forms of structural steel and 
the British Columbia cost of manufac- 
ture would not he a valid one, so far 
as the coniiuou foreign market was con- 
cerned, because British manufacturers 
could still heat the American manufac- 
turers in any unprotected market on the 
shores of tlio Pacific. But he admit tod 
that the lime was ripe to attack the 
question of making pig iron in British 
Columbia in a practical way. In this 
connection we should like to quote an in- 
terview with Mr. II. T. I.ockycr, man- 
ager of the Hudson's Hay company in 
Vancouver, where he describes the man- 
lier in which kindred questions arc taken 
up by i ho business community in San 
Francisco mid Seattle, Ho says: 

"■Business ii on a von- Hue basis in 
San .Francisco and other of the larger 
cities. 1 was surprised to Hind how very 
strong the bond is between merchants 
in the 'American eoast cities, for they 
slaud together in everything, in a man- 
ner that results In the greatest benefit 
to all classes m" wholesale trade. The 
organizations of wholesalers, for in- 
stance, are perfect, and regarding mat- 
ters affecting thorn in common, they 
stand well together. This makes it pos- 
sible for them to have a credit system, 
for instance, that is as nearly perfect as 
possible. Their organization make it no 
longer a question of risk, but simply ono 
of iuvesltitc-.it. Business generally is on 
ti wonderfully solid foundation. 

'"Another feature o.f trade which par- 
ticularly impressed me, was the practi- 
cal assistance rendered by organizations 
of business men to the business interests 
of the various cities. The Hoards of 
Trade take hold of matters in a practi- 
cal way. They take up the practical 
questions of the day and deal with them 
quickly, and In a 'businesslike way, which 
results in great good for all the mer- 
chants. For instance, the Chamber of 
Commerce of Seattle the other day or- 
ganized a corporation— simply went into 
business in an aggregate way— for the 
pur|M.se <>t" solving the manufacturing 
problem of the oily. They tirst obtained 
an option on a large trad of land, for 
manufacturing purposes, and now when 
capitalists come in. they can he furnish- 
ed with sites in the cheapest and most 
expeditions manner. The Chambers of 
Commerce do many just such important 
actions. 

"if have been a member of the Van- 
couver Board of Trade for several years, 
and a member of ihe Council ns well, 
■but the Vancouver board is not practi- 
cal enough. We tansl take hold of Ihe 
pressing business questions of our city, 
and act us an organization of progres- 
sive men who arc right out for the 
business.''

GOATBItNM ENT OWNi: ItSdlip. 

The workings of the Intercolonial rail- 
way give a beautiful example of the 
practical advantages of tli" government 
ownership of railways to the party in 
power, and its practice] disadvantages 
|o the people. .Inst prior to the general 
election Mr. Blair had 127,257 ties on 
hand. He ordered 1,300,000 more at 28 
cents a piece giving him 1.427,237 in 
stock. The estimated requirement for 
the year was 050,000 tics, those actually 
used 405,000: so that !>:12.2:;7 ties were 
acquired at 2.S cents each for apparently 
political purposes, certainly not for rail- 
way purpose*. The comfortable sum of 
$261,020.00 was expended in this way. 
Notwithstanding this 2,000,000 addi- 
tional ties uuvp boon ordered since at 
'JO cents each, an expenditure of $400,- 
oixi more. As our correspondent re- 
marks "from I, oil- i., Halifax- these tics 
lie alongside the track rutting away." 
If the whole railway system of the coun- 
try were managed in the same way, 
wealthy .-is Panada is. she eou'.d not sup- 
port her railways. They would blood 
her to death. 

The Boundary country established a 
new record in ore tonnage last week, 
over 10,000 tons of ore having boon ship- 
pod from the various mines. The fourth 
furnace at the flranby smelter was 
blown in yesterday, giving that plant 
a nominal capacity of 1,000 tons a day. 
hut a real capacity considerably in ox- 
cess of that. Visitors from Rossland 
also, nil admit that Rossland's hard times 
arc over for a long time, and that a 
groat recovery is in progress there. It 
is said that the banks in the Boundary 
country have over 9300,000 of minors' 
wages on deposit, which indicates how 
groat: the fear was that the Rossland 
labor trouble would spread. The cry of 
hard times and a bad provincial gov- 
ernment is now largely restricted to the 
silver -load districts which some people 
would have us believe arc affected al- 
together by provincial legislation, and 
not .'it all by the low price of silver and 
load, the action of the American Smelt- 
ing Trust, and the refusal of the Do- 
minion government to protect the lend 
industry. So long as the Dominion gor- 
erument forces the lead producer to sell 
at whatever figure the trust will pay 
him, and the load consumer to buy at 
whatever price the same trust will sell 
load to him, the lead industry of British 
Columbia must be ground between the 
upper and nether millstone. The remedy 
lies in the hands of the Dominion gov- 
ernment. Why should the provincial 
government he asked to relieve from 
moderate taxation an industry which 
the Dominion government refuses to re 
lieve from ecomonic strangulation'.' 
There are some people, however, into 
whose heads common sense cannot be 
driven, until polities have been driven 
out of t hem. 

Sir Rundford Fleming has boon de- 
livering an address to the Canadian 
Press association on chenp telegraph 
rate--. In it ho discusses the Marc mi 
system. He says that the inventiou of 
Signor IMarconi, . von if it is practicable 
across the ocean, will uot reduce the 
cost of telegraphing as low as can be 
done with. oil loss over cables, n s Mar- 
coni is in the hands of a company which 
promises tn charge 10 cents a word 
across tin Atlantic. Sir Sandford Flem- 
ing asserts that interest ami sinking 
fund and ma i lit enn lice can lie paid on 
an Atlantic cable at coins a word, and 
'-'i cats for press despatches. He is 
partii ularly severe on the telegraph 
service of the I'nited States and Can- 
as higli us in all other civilized coun- 
tries. In (ireal Britain ordinary public 
telegrams are carried any distance and 
delivered within h three mile radius I'm- 
a cent a word while press despatches 
average one cent for twelve words. Willi 
a similar service in Canada we could 
run much bettor newspapers than we 
do, even if a liberal allowance wore 
made fur higher cost of maintenance on 
ace, Hint of the long distances ami rough 
j places over which the wires are strung.

Danube to Be 

Well Laden 



Wifl Have Large Cargo For the 
Northern Canneries — Queen 
City Sails- 



Sealers Reported— Seattle Cus- 
toms Wen Seize Seal Skfns 
—Empress Due. 



The steamer Danube is being loaded 
with tin plate, cannery stores and every- 
thing from junk zinc to eao.ke of po- 
tatoes, from canning machinery to crates 
of pigs, iu preparation for her voyage to 
the cannery ports of the northern prov- 
ince on which she leaves tonight. At 
Vancouver a large amount of tin plate 
ex steamer Kaisow will he loaded for 
some of the Skeena river canneries. The 
steamer will have a largo cargo. Prom 
Victoria she will have a large number 
of passengers, including many rn rmery 
men, and a largo number of rMnebu 
will be carried between decks to oiue 
of the northern canneries. The Ctin«se 
are getting ready for the voyage ;;_>rth. 
When the Chinaman loaves for the can- 
neries he usually takes a strange as- 
sortment of effects. First and foremast 
he must have his pig, then his chickens, 
his matting and bag wjth his clothing, 
etc., and every man must have his opium 
pipe, with the little lamps and store of 
dope, the nicklu alarm clock, and dom- 
inoes and cards, for the games of clianco 
on which ho is ever willing to risk his 
ready cash. 

The Danube will leave at 11 p.m. with 
Capt. Hughes and the crew who have 
been on the steamer Tees in charge. The 
saloon passengers will include It. H. 
Swinnerton and party of three, hound to 
the sulphur mines oil the Oxtal river, a 
tributary of the Skeena, which are be- 
ing developed by a local company, J. 
Mcllardy, the local diver, who is going 
■up to tho scene of the wrecked steamer 
Bristol, to report in connection with the 
operations for raising the steamer;

A few days ago the schooner J. B. 
Ward arrived at Seattle from Onnalas- 
ka, ami since her arrival the Seattle 
customs officers have discovered that she 
brought: 200 seal skins which were label- 
ed as fox furs. These skins, which are 
valued at about $5,000, were seized by 
tho United States customs otllcors, for. 
as is well known, it is only the North 
American Commercial company, the 
lessees of the seal islands, to protect 
whom Uncle Sam takes so much trouble, 
that are allowed to import seal skins. All 
other seal skins are contraband. Those 
200, which were consigned to R. Petko- 
vits and "the Fair," in Seattle, and are 
believed to have been taken by pelagic 
sealers, in the opinion of the customs of- 
ficers, They were probably captured by 
the Indians in tho vicinity of Onnalas- 
ka. The schooner Ward, however, ftp- 
pears to have had no hand in tho taking 
<>f the seals, and that alone. Collector 
Mitten stated, saved her seizure. 



FIRM WAS INCENDIARY. 

Watchman Set Fire to the River Steam- 
ers Mona and Glenora. 

Further despatches from Dawson give 
news that the tire at Steamboat slougu 
totally destroyed the steamers Mona 
ami Glenora, also two river names, and 
severely scorched the Northern Commer- 
cial company's steamer Rod: Island. The 
fire was incendiary and wtts lir>i dis- 
covered aboard the Glenora. Watchman 
Ceoru-o McMillan was arrested during 
the fire, charged with arson. At his 
preliminary hearing he was committed 
for trial, having waived examination. 

McMillan had accomplices ami told 
many stories to numerous people con- 
cerning what hi' intended doing. One 
story was tin; he had been ordered to 
burn the boats to get the insurance. An- 
other was that lie stole grub ami had 
to conceal the crime. 

After the hearing McMillan broke 
down, confessed to tho crime and impli- 
cated others, for whom warrants are 
now out. lie says he did it to conceal 
the theft of grub. The extreme penalty 
of a life sentence will probably be given 
hint. 



The United States cutter Grant and 
launches Scout and Guard are now en 
gaged in pursuing alleged wool smug 
glers, whose sloops operate between 
Sidney and other points adjacent to 
Victoria ami the San Juan isiands. Al 
though the officers of these craft are re 
ticent in speaking on the subject, in 
terviews with farmers and business men 
from the San Juan islands tell the 
story. 

The present tariff on wool makes tit 
smuggling of tho commodity very pro- 
fitable if safely carried out. The fact 
that the intricate channels which con- 
nect the Gulf of Georgia on the north 
with the Straits of Juan do Fuca on the 
south are dotted with islets admirably 
adapted to the raising of sheep makes 
this easier to carry out than the traf- 
fic in any other contraband article. 
These islands on both sides of the in 
teruatiouol boundary are close to one 
another. American and Canadian sheep 
graze within sight of one another, sep- 
arated only by narrow passages of salt 

j water and by that invisible hue which 
marks the boundary between the two 
domains. Once across that line a Cun- 

! adian pelt or bale increases greatly in 
value. It is the work of half an hour 
or two hours at the must for a sloop 
laden with lleeces to thus raise the value 
of its cargo. The opportunity is tempt- 
ing aud many have availed themselves 
of it. 

I Not only do these smugglers seek to 
| import contraband wool, tint they find 
at the same time another road to illicit 
! wealth. Many ot the sheep on the Brit- 
ish side tux- raised by siwushes. On the 
I grassy hillsides above some of the native 
I settlements on and near the east coast of 
I Vancouver Island hundreds of these nu- 
I imals graze. The mild climate and the 
groat stretches of hind from which win- 
j ter gales have swept the timber make 
stock raising sufficiently easy even for 
these children of nature. Between the 
natives and their more thrifty white 
| neighbors the islands have gradually 
come to be as well stocked with sheep 
as those along the rocky coast of Scot- 
I land, which they so closely resemble. 
] Near Sidney, B.C., along a stretch of 
I Vancouver Island from that point to 
i tho northward and on the small islets 
| between this territory and the San Juan 
group is raised the most of the smuggled 
product. Stuart island, on the American 
| side, loug bearing an ill name as a smug- 
i glers' rendezvous, is said to be tho cen- 
j tre of operations on the American side. 
On this and the adjoining American 
islands sheep raising is extensively car- 
ried on. To their own some of the set 
tiers on these islands are aid to havt 
added many hundred pounds of Canadian 
wool. With small sloops these smug- 
glers cross to the Canadian side. At 
night siwash sheep herders are met on 
the beach. Tho latter bring with them 
bales of wool. The sloops bear lighter 
cargoes, hut far more precious to the 
mind of tho native. Bad whiskey and 
cheap tobacco, gaudy calico and firearms 
would be included iu the manifests of 
these cargoes were manifests ever madi 
out. For these commodities, themselves 
contraband, the wool is exchanged. For 
tho white man it is a good bargain. 
Smuggled whiskey brings a great pro- 
I fit, for the Canadian laws on the sale 
! of liquor to natives are strict and their 
| heavy penalties are rigidly enforced. On 
i this cheap rate the smugglers obtain the 
j wool, vvhJch on a cash sale would be 
purchased far more cheaply thau it 
could be bought n few miles to the south 
or the eastward. 

Very quietly the sloops are loaded 
with the white bales. Without lights 
they slip away into the blackness while 
the natives noisily make their way back 
to the large potlatch houses and hasten 
to make the air hideous with the sounds 
of their festivities. In spite of the fact 
that practically no Canadian saloon- 
j keeper dares 'to sell whiskey to the 
siwushes, drunkenness is frequent 
j among that people in this particular sec- 
tion, and moii' than one murder has re- 
i suited from drunken brawls, 
j Once away from the shore, the sloops, 
| with all sail on, make speedy passage 
[ to the American side. The run of a few 
miles is soon accomplished. The wool is 
'stowed in the warehouses. Unlike stamp- 
j ed opium, it cannot he identified. With 
that of his own (locks the smuggler can 
I market it openly and without fear. This 
| he does at a large profit .it Roche Har- 
bor and other adjacent points. 
I During the past two weeks the United 
: States revenue cutter Grant made the 
i latest of several cruises in the waters 

j near the San .It archipelago. She 

touched at Sidney, Cowlchan and other 
British Columbia ports. At these 
places quiet consultations were hold be- 
tween I'apt. Tozier and the customs au- 
thorities. Then the Grant turned her 
| course to the southward and sought the 
American side. Several days were 
spent between Whatcom and Port Town- 
send and data was gathered concerning 
operal ions in t his country. 

.Meantime the two launches Scout and 
Guard, one with headquarters at Ann- 
eortes and the other at Port Townsend 
had gathered information along the sami 
lines as those cleaned by the largei 
craft.
